to their native element and to the open 
(Upper, of their patient, waiting, big- 
headed mother. 

Uut civilization I. doing for the San- 
(bel turtle what our "paternal” govern- 
ment I. (Uilng for the red Indian, and 
the famWar turtle-turning of the pres- 
eul will ere long be a thing of the part. 

Tne boy. have turned a few thl. «ea- 
aon and the egg. have .upplemenled 
"ben fruit” lq the eulluary department 
very nicely. 

The loggerhead require, quite an ef- 
fort to associate It with anything like 
•entlment, but when you come to think 
of It, tbelr poor, ungainly live, are full 
of It. One can hardly look upon thee 
marine mon.tro.ltle. without a feeling 
of repul.ton, and yet those gre*l, lumpy 
head, aro full of *en*e, and the heart, 
that beat under those cavernou. .bell, 
throb with a genuioo tenderne.. that 
would not disgrace the falre.t form, of 
humanity. 

1 do not waste imagination by pictur- 
ing turtle love beneath the green 
depth, of ocean. Uow the old, old 
•lory of tender eourlehip I. enacted by 
theae crawler, of the deep: how prefer- 
ential ogling, of expressive eyes awak- 
en the tender pan Ion. In re.pou.ive 
.hell.: how }«alou*le. and duel, between 
rival turtle, tear up the .mouth .and* 
of the ocean bed; and bow "none but 
the brave deserve the fair" I. the re- 
enacted .lory In the cavern, of the 
deep, a. well a. on dry land, may he 
.afely left to the Imagination of tho*e 
who revel in .peeulatire philosophy 
Uut xrhqre turtle life touche, our. and 
become, a matter of curlou. observa- 
tion. there iye several thing, that 
awaken loti rest, and soma that stir the 
deepe.t sympathies of our better na- 
ture*. 

Thn female turtle la lll-tltted, by 
structural difficulties, for sitting on her 
egg. till hatched, m>, with dlviaely- 
given instinct, .he deposit, them In the 
sand, above high water mark, but 
within 50 yard* or »o of the beach To 
dweller, by the seaside this I* a famil- 
iar story; hut It may have a transient 
Interest for your reader. In thn Inte- 
rior. 

The absorbing question with our un- 
wieldy loggerhead Is, how best. to pro 
tcel her helpless progeny, In the egg. 
from marauder, loon* and oth**r 
"varmints ’ delight In turtle egg., and 
search for them with utl tho cunning 
pertinacity of their kind I have seen 
crow, perched on an adjacent tree, 
hungrily watching the uaouusclou. vic- 
tim of ihetr thieving appetite. , and 
marking the .pot where the feasting 
place I. to be. wbun the floor creature, 
after carefully covering her egg. and 
biding her trail, "lake, water” again, 
to wait for the incubation which never 
comes. 

. Who can tell the agonies of disap- 
pointment that rend the mother heart, 
when the hope* that have fed her |>a- 
tient waiting of the "appointed time” 
die out, and she know* that Mime un- 
for.ee n calamity has robbed her of her 
longed-for Utile one.? I think we make 
too light of the sorrow# of the "lower 
animals,” as we superciliously denomi- 
nate that multiform creation that 
.warms outside of humanity. Especial- 
ly touching arc the sorrow, of defraud- 
ed and disappointed maternity. Wheo 
one really ponder, the .object. What 
can bo more pathetic than the patient 
sitting of the mother bird upon her 
egg*, waiting till the first faint chirp 
of the Imprisoned creature within Its 
yet unbroken shell rewards her weeks 
of careful vigil? 1-lfe Is lhere.an l.be 
ha. listened loog for its first manifest# 
tion. ffe have all heard that low, .oft, 
tremulous response of the mother bird 
a. she hears the feeble cry that repays 
her for all her waiting. 

There l. an loflmte pathos in It. 
The dear God of creation, in Gen. 
1:2, has chosen thl. brooding love 
scene to tell out how the Spirit hover- 
ed over the glorious entitle, that, In 
due order, were to replace the “empti- 
ness and confusion" of the chaos that 
preceded them. 

Mother love can glorify a loggerhead 
turtle: and when, after waiting In the 
shallows for weeks, her Cheloniao 
brood come, scratching down, pell- 
mell, Into the water, with the unbound- 
ed faith of infancy, sure of the mother 
love and mother care that awaits then:, 
l do not envy the cold heart that can 
not enter somewhat into the pride and 
aostacy of the delighted mater as she 
swims away with her hundred or more 
little soft-shelled beauties to a place, 
previously selected, where she can rear 
them to maturity. 

Nor can I think of that same un- 
welldy, but tender-hearted monster 
leaving the spot, after all hope of see- 
ing her young has departed, without a 
touch of sympathy for the bereaved 
creature, robbed by ruthless maraud- 
ers, whether walking on two legs or 
four. 

The cautious cunning of the mother 
turtle I. a study for the naturalist. 

They begin to "crawl” after the full 

moon In May, when “turtllog” begin.. 
The great lumbering creature come. 



out of the water and deliberately make. 

( a ‘Trail” on the beach as plain as If a 
skiff had been dragged up to high wa- 
ter mark and taken back to the water 
a little way off from It. drag-up. This, 
In turtle tactics, i» a mere blind to 
throw marauder, off the track. Then, 
at the apex of this blind trail, raising 
herself on the tips of her nippers, .he 
yteps cautiously along for many yard, 
to tbe place where .be lay. her eggs 
She I. a good me -banlcal engineer. 
How she doe. It- whether with tllppir. 
beak or tail or all together, 1 know not: 
but when the net I. completed It Is a 
cylinder, perfectly shaped, six Inches 
In diainater, and deep onough to hold 
from 15 to 125 of the peculiar, round, 
•oft, tough-lntegumenled egg., with a 
.Ingle deep indentation that no inge- 
nuity can do more than shift from one 
spot to another. In size they are about 
as large as a pullett's egg. 

The covering I. deftly performed and 
every revealing trace care (ally oblit- 
erated Then she tiptoe* her way back 
to the blind trail and goes Into the wa- 
ter to await Incubation. 

I declare, when I think It over 1 feel 
like a cruel robber, that I have had aj 
hand In causing a pang to that anxioys 
mother, who certainly deserves to be 
repaid for all her trouble by having at 
least a few little turtles to reward her 
faithful love. Mul up to date I have , 
not heard of man, or bear, or coon or 
crow that thinks enough of the feelings ; 
of the poor loggerhead In the ocean 
shallows to leave a single egg to hatch | 
for her |MM>r heart to solace itself with, j 
of rfll the score, she lays for others to ; 
steal. 

1 am afraid we live In the devil's 
world, and have devilish way sal along 
the line.

Wells, Henry M. Doles, and Prof. Lorn- 
broso have been spreading broadcast 
the statement that crime is increasing 
more rapidly in the United States than 
in any other civilized country, and the 
charge has generally been admitted 
without question. The census figures 
do Indeed show a startling increase in 
the proportion of prisoners per 100,000 
of population. In 1S50 there were 0,737 
prisoners, and In 1890 there were 82,329 
—an increase from 29 to 132 per 100,000 
inhabitants. In this period the popula- 
tion had Increased only 170 per cent., 
whilethennmberof prisoner* Increased 
443 per cent. The conclusion of the 
statisticians and moralists hss been 
that the. country ia rapidly going to the 
dogs. Prof. Falkner now comes to the 
rescue with a detailed study of the^flg- 
ures, and under his treatment the dis- 
quieting charge against American 
morals Is reduced to harmlessnes*. He 
shows that prison statistics are utterly 
unreliable for any such use as has been 
made of them,

An Increase In (he num- 
ber of arrests is not a trust worthy Indi- 
cation of an increase in crime. 

The law passed by the Chickasaw 
Indian nation providing that white 
men must pay $1,000 license fee to 
marry Chickasaw Indian girls Is now 
in effect, and will be rigidfy enforced. 
The law also provides that white men 
wishing to marry must also prove that 
they are of good moral character. 
There is a provision in the act which 
gives a noncitizen the right to marry 
Chicka*aw Indians in Kansas or any 
other state. He can only select an al- 
lotment of approximately 500 acres of 
land, one-half the amount he might 
have shared had he married under the 
Chickasaw laws. The measure was en- 
acted to lessen the abuses of inter- 
marriages. Slnee the bill wrs passed 
by the Chicknsaw council last Decem- 
ber it is estimated that 1,700 white men 
took out licenses to marry Indian glrlt 
in order to escape the new tax of $1,- 
300. k
